Funds in State Depositories and 
Sold Bonds to People 


BOSTO.X, June. S.— When 
Treasurer 


Mansfield took office. lie found that for 
many yuars certain financial interests 
liart enjoyed the almost exclusive con- 
trol of the state's business; it had been 
almost impossible for a now bunk to 
obtain a deposit of stiite, money, and 
they were led to believe by 
former 


treasurers that this was a matter en- 
tirely in the hands of the treasurer. It 
was not until Mr. Mansfield 
assumed 


control of affairs that the disappointed 
bankers found out to their great sur- 
prise that the treasurer had absolutely 
no power to create state depositories 
and that the authority rested entirely 
w fth the governor and 
council.

j Dr. Cornish paid visits to the Panama 
i isthmus in 190S, 1810 and 1913 and was 
afforded hy the United States govern- 
ment facilities for study on the spot as 
well as being supplied with the official 
publications. 


The canal, he said, should insure a 


proper distribution of the American 
navy on tho eve of the outbreak of war. 
If the war be on the Atlantic and the 
!IetU be already concentrated there' the 
canal would be of no further use dur- 
ing: the war, since, the naval power of 
the United States is based upon the 
Atlantic ports. It would not, therefore, 
be the principal object of attack, but 
in the cane of war on the. Pacific it 
would be the vulnerable part of the line 
of communication. 
In case of war 


with Japan its best protection is its 
remoteness, Panama being 7,700 miles 
from Yokohama. 


There are few islands in the eastern 


part of the Pacific, and they are too 
far from the present Japanese possefl- 
sions to be suitable, for permanent 
naval bases for that power, but the 
Pearl islands, forty-three miles from 
Panama, are quits suitable for a tem- 
porary naval base to be used In an at- 
tack upon the canal.

purpose of the canal, however, is not 


'f for the support of tho Monroe pol- 


icy, the defence of the Paclnc states 
and of the Philippines. 
It is also to 


enable the United States to have a 
voice in ail that relates to the future of 


' na, and for this her navy must bo

How He Distributed the State 


Funds in State Depositories and 
Sold Bonds to People 
* 


BOSTON', June S.—when 
Treasurer 


ftansfield took office, he found that for 
many years certain financial Interests 
had enjoyed the almost exclusive con- 
trol of the state's business; it had been 
almost Impossible for a new bank to 
obtain a deposit of state money, and 
they were led to believe by 
former 


treasurers that this was a matter en- 
tirely In the hands of the treasurer. It 
was not until Mr. Mansfield 
assumed 


control of affairs that the disappointed 
bankers found out to their great sur- 
prise that the treasurer had absolutely 


. no rrower to create state depositories 
and that the authority rested entirely 
with the governor and council. The 
policy of the new treasurer 
was 
to 


give every hank which showed Itself to 
be sound, a state deposit, and the re- 
sult has been that about twenty-five 
new banks have been made deposito- 
ries which never before could possibly 
get a toe-hold. 


He has deposited in every state de- 


pository in the commonwealth and it 
is' probably true that all of the banks 
have more of the state's money now 
than they ever did before. 


But bv far the biggest thing which 


he has done has been selling the state 
bonds over the counter to the people. 
It had been the custom of years to sell 
the entire issue of bonds to a syndicate 
of bankers and brokers which 
when 


they had entire control of 
the 
issue 


proceeded to raise the. price and sell 
the bonds to the people at a profit. The 
bonds had never been less than $1000 
In denomination; Mr. Mansfield reduced 
the denomination to 5100 in order to 
give persons of 
moderate 
means 
a 


chance to Invest, and refused, to sell 
the bonds to the syndicate. Instead, he 
offered the bonds to the public at the 
same price which the syndicate had hid 
to him. nnd In about three weeks every 
bond was sold. This meant a saving to 
the purchasers of about 
S.^0 000 
and 


practically no loss to the state. More j 
important than the money profits how- ; 
ever, was the demonstration that th« | 
people could li« trusted to buy their ! 
own bonds and In-hrintrln? the tiiarhin- ' 


ery of government closer to the citi- 
zens.

How He Distributed the State 


Funds in State Depositories and 
Sold Bonds to People 


BOSTOX, June. 8.—When 
Treasurer 


Manstield took oifice, he fouitd ihat for 
many years certain financial Inu-resia 
had enjoyed the almost exclusive con- 
trol o£ the state's business; it had been 
almost Impossible for a new bank to 
obtain a deposit of state money, and 
they wore leu to believe by 
former 


treasurers that this was a matter en- 
tirely in the hands of the treasurer. It 
was not until Mr. Mansfield 
assumed 


control of affairs that the disappointed 
bankers found out to,their great sur- 
prise that the- treasurer had absolutely 
no power to create state depositories 
and that the authority rested entirely 
with the governor and council. The 
policy of the new treasurer 
was 
to 


give every bank which showed Itself to 
be sound, a state deposit, and the re- 
Bult has been that about twenty-flva 
new banks have been made deposito- 
ries which never before could possibly 
get a toe-hold. 


He has deposited an every st;itc de- 


pository in the commonwealth and It 
Is probably truo that all of the banks 
have more of the state's money now 
than they ever did before. 


But bv far the bijrpesi thine: which 


he has done has heen selling the state 
bonds over the counter to the people. 
It had been the custom of years to sell 
the entire ippue of bonds to a syndicate 
of bankers and brokers which
